The Mint. 



Somn time 1ms now elapsed since the pub- 
lic wcro informed of the erection in New 
"Westminster cf all tho necessary machinery 
for coining money. Expectation was natu- 
rally excited that nothing could prevent our 
having the gold brought down from the upper 
country by the „njiuers J tliis year transformed 
into bright ten and twenty dollar pieces. This 
would have beeu the case had the same prepa- 
rations been made in any other country— 
" they manage things better iu Fiance." But 
our rulers have a way of doing busiucss 
quite peculiar to themselves. They sec noth- 
ing strange— nothing ridiculous— in importing 
a costly machine, providing a Stnfl of officials 
drawing good round sums for their salary, and 
contenting themselves with showing what 
could be done if they lelt disposed to do it. 
With the exception of striking oil a lew 
specimens of coin — which by the way compare 
favorably with those of any other country — 
this costly toy seems to have hitherto served 
no other .purpose than to tickle the vanity of 
those who are contented to take tho shadow 
for the substance. All governments have 
chosen to make the coining of money a mo- 
nopoly to be reserved to themselves, but for 
the convenience of tho public. Nothing 
can justily them in refusing to exer- 
cise the privileges they thus retain. They 
have no shadow o! right to prevent the pub- 
lic from receiving all the benefits which the 
coinage of money necessarily produces. In- 
trinsically gold or silver is worth as much in 
the shape oi bar or lump as iu the form of 
coin ; but as u medium of exchange we all 
know the difference in value is on the side of 
the manufactured coin. Coin is the most con- 
venient form for the purpose of trude. No 
one can doubt, therefore, but that it would be 
a great advantage to have the produce of our 
mines converted into money. We have not 
the slightest doubt but that a great deal more 
money would be expended iu the country if 
miners could readily, and without loss, convert 
their dust and nuggets into coin, as they arc 
not then restricted in their dealings to brokers 
alone. As things are now, a great many pre- 
fer to carry their dust to San Francisco and 
save the exchange. OI course there are many 
who will urge that you could not get men to 
wait in Westminster to get their gold changed. 
There may or may not be some tiuth in this 
objection. We ahull not stop to argue the 
question. By why, we ask, are the people ol 
this colony compelled to depend upon New 
Westminster or San Francisco for their coin? 
What is to prevent the establishment of a 
mint in this city / 

The absurdity of the arguments advanced by 
several members of the Jlouso of Assembly 
when debating this question lust year, is be- 
coming every day more apparent. That 
short-sighted one-idea policy is beli'md the age. 
No country ever yet rose to eminence whose 
rulers or statesmen were animated by such 
narrow minded principles as at times have 
characterized the conduct of our Legislators. 
If they had done their duty, we would, uo 
doubt,' ere this have had in the city all those 
facilities for coining money which we are 
justly entitled to, and which we require quite 
as much as Westminster, if not more so. 
Although we are at present under a different 
form of government from that of the British 
Columbians, yet our interests are the same. We 
must, from our situation, be the channel 
through which they approach the outer-world ; 
through which all their merchants must de- 
rive their supplies. Our position as a place 
of trade must be a matter of us much moment 
to them as it is fo us. Whatever facilities 
our commerce contributes to our prosperity 
must, from our very proximity, benefit them. 
We are not their rival, but their friend. Wo 
arc the head, and they arc the body. Hut not 
only are we necessary to them, as a port of 
supply and distribution, but we must become 
equally so to the whole of this north-west 
coast. Victoria and not San Francisco is 
destined to become the commercial emporium 
of Oregon and Washington Territory, Even 
now, though politically we are distinct from 
these countries, yet commercially our interests 
are identical. From our position and our policy 
we must eventually become the great centre, the 
entrepot in which their merchants will deal. 
Already they find it to their advantage to 
buy some descriptions of goods here in pref- 
erence to going to the more distant and 
dearer market id' .San Francisco. We must 
seek to extend the facilities for trade which 
nature gives us. We must havo a mint, not 
only for the mines of Cariboo, but for those 
of tho Columbia and Salmon Rivers. The 
yield of gold from both these sources will 
justify the step. We must not look to the 
present only ; the future must claim our at- 
tention as well. We most coin for the 
Americans as well as for ourselves ; by mak- 
ing our coin of the samo standard value as 
theirs, the principal obstacle may be re- 
moved, and our coin ami their own be 
equal current. 

But in the meantime tho authorities in 
Westminster should do their sharo towards 
putting money into circulation. The gold of 
Cariboo will shortly come down in large 
quantities, and every facility must be af- 
forded fur converting it into coin. We feel 
confident that a most beneficial effect would 
result from that course of proceeding.

TO WW COUNCIL. 

MoND.wliviisixd, Oct. 0, 1862. 

Council met at o'clock, I lis Worship 
the Mayor id the chair, und :i full Board. 

The minutus of previous meeting were read, 
and Councillor ltcid called ttttentiorj to t he 
fact that al the last nieotiri!,' there was a lie 
between Hpralray mid Grocn lor City Sur- 
veyor ; to count the three ballots to-other, 
each had si.\ votes. 

The Mayor endeavored to explain that the 
gentleman receiving 'he greatest number of 
voles on the third ballot was tlio successful 
candidate. 

Mr. Hicks said that Mr. Roid "himself had 
made the motion that those having but one 
vote be stricken off altu- the second ballot; 
eueh ballot was distiaH and separate in 
itself. 

The minutes were adopted. 

COMMUNICATION'S AND PETITIONS. 

Communication from P. \V. Green, return- 
u\g thanks lor election us City Surveyor. 

Communications from A. Stcuhouse, .John 
Jeffrny, and K. J. McDonald, asking appoint- 
merit as City Inspector. 

Petition from A. ,). McDonnell, asking per- 
mission to remove the railing of -lames' Bay 
bridge in front ol his store. 

Mr. Searby, seconded by Mr. Stronach, 
moved that the petition of A. J. McDonuell, 
to remove railing in front of premised, bo 
granted. 

The petition was laid over until next nieel- 
i'lg. 

The Committee on the amended charter 
reported a petition to the House of Assembly 
fur increased powers, as follows: Full 
and definite power to assess and levy taxes 
on real and personal estate ; also to license 
for trades and occupations ; for power to 
borrow jCoOUO stg., pledging the revenue ol 
the city as security ; and for power to low 
a special tax on water-front, at a monthly 
rate of 10 cents per foot. 

After a few remarks from Councillors Reid 
and Hicks, on the propriety and power ol tax- 
ing the water-front, the petition was received, 
and Mr- Searby proposed thai it lie adopted 
and handed to Selim Franklin, M. 1'. I'., for 
presentation to the House. 

Mr. Reid moved that whatever was" intended 
to be placed in the petition or bill, be done 
before the same be sent to the House. 

Mr. Sironuch did not deem it advisable to 
draft a bill ; leave that duty to the Legislature. 

Mr. Hicks believed that if uothing was 
naked for nothing would bo obtained, lie was 
in favor of drafting a bill. 

Mr. Lewis said that thu Comiuiltoe, had no 
power to drult a bill, only a petition. 

Mr. Copland was not surprised at the mo- 
tion ; uothing would delight some gentle- 
men in the Legislature morn than to have 
tho bill drafted ; it was tho invariable prac- 
tice to draft bills, except where the Attorney 
General look the measure up as a public one. 
He had seen enough of Mr. Gary's bills ; he 
wanted no more. The answer to this peti- 
lion would ho, draft the bill themselves. He 
was au'.onished thai the Committee did not 
know its duty. There were plenty members 
of the Legislature who would gladly draft 
tho amendments, and place the bill, if pos- 
sible, in a worse hobble than ever. 

Mr. Hicks wanted his name slrickon off as 
a member of tho Committee il its duties end- 
ed with tho petition. 

Mr. Copland moved that tho Committee 
do draft a bill on the amendments. Carried 
unanimously. 

Mr. Hicks reported progress on the bill to 
define the duties of City Assessor. 

Mr. Hicks gave notice that at tho next 
meeting of the Council he should oiler a 
nerim of resolutions lo bo presented to His 
Grace tho Duke of Newcastle, humb'y re- 
questing that if the settlement between the 
Hudson Bay Company and the Crown has 
not already been confirmed with respect lo 
the titles of laud within the limits of the 
City of Victoria, the Crown be requested to 
vrithhold any confirmation of such agreement 
until this Council have had an opportunity 
of presenting the claims of the City ol Vic- 
toria to the Public Lands and property with- 
in the city limits. 

Mr. Hicks, seconded by .Mr. Stronach, 
offered a resolution to draw up an address to 
the Prince of Wales complimenting him upon 
the attainment oT his majority. 

Mr. Copland said that as the Prince of 
Wulcs was not yet of age, it would be as well 
to defer it until he was, in November, 
nnd concluded by proposing that the matter 
be deferred. Councillor Reid seconded. 
Lost. 

The original motion was carried. Messrs. 
Hicks, Lewis, and Stronach were appointed as 
Commiltee on the address. 

Mr. Reid reported from the committee to 
procure necessary rooms for the use of the 
Council, that the Committee hud inspected 
Assembly Hall, tho building formerly occupied 
by Councillor Searby, nnd the Union Hook 
nnd Ladder Company's House. 

The Committee was given another week in 
which to report, and the Council adjourned 
until Friday evening next, at 7 o'clock.

Sin :— In your issue of the 24th inst., in an j 
article bearing the caption " Governor Doug- i 
las in British Columbia," you have, in the ex- 
ercise of smir undoubted right as the conduc- 
tor, of ii public journal, deemed it proper to 
make ii 1 1 attack upon the members of the 
Uyuck Engine Company, of this city — who, 
as you say, " for a grant of £'2u0 were induced 
lo stultify themselves by endorsing his [the 
Governor's! policy in this Colony." With 
relcreuce to the "foreign" clement lo which you 
allude, and their right to compliment His Ex- 
cellency upon the soundness of his policy, or 
the wisdom of his administration, even though 
such expressions may not harmonize with the 
views of a certain •' great and legitimate po- 
litical party," 1 have nothing to say. believing 
that the "alien" population of British Colum- 
bia are quite competent lo attend to their 
own interests : but as a member of the Hyack 
Company, whom you accuse of having 'slul- 
tilied themselves, I would solicit the privilege 
ol making a lew remarks in reply, with a view 
if possible lo remove from your mind what 
appears to be a grave misapprehension. You 
arc doubtless aware, sir, that there is a class 
of persons in almost every community wdio are 
given to practical jokin<r, and wdio, if they can 
only succeed in "stuffing" the editor, 'make 
him give credence to some ridiculous story 
that has no foundation except, in the fertile 
imagination of the one who concocts it — think 
they have done that on which they may justly 
pride themselves.

Douglas lias kept his skirts as clear 
in this respect as most men would have done 
under similar circumstances !" This is a 
most powerful ami candid admission, unin- 
tentionally let slip, it may be, but none the 
less true on Ihut account. No doubt Ilis 
Excellency will take earo to forward this 
most pleasant ''spontaneous emanation" 
from Iho columns of the British Columbian I 
as incontrovertible evidence of the wisdom 
of his policy. Hut what will the "great and 
legitimate political parly" say to this ! Me- 
thinks, air, you will certainly bo summoned 
to Iho bar of this "groat political party" on 
U charge of political heterodoxy, Ihus so far ! 
lo "stultify" your past political career as to 
make so unfortunate an admission. But, j 
sir, '• truth is mighty and will prevail ;" and 
while the Hyacks take credit for speaking 
the truth upon mature rejleclion, I would, 
on their bohalf, congratulate yon upon doing 
Iho same thing, although, ill your ease, it 
Mis done by accident. 

I would just observe, in conclusion, that I 
have purposely refrained hom making any 
remarks upon tho general political condition 
of the Colony. I would not, however, have 
it understood thai I approve of ihc existing 
stale ol U traits, Far from it. Tho people 
have very much of which lo complain— -jusl 
cause for discontent — and abundant reasons 
lo demand redress and agitato for reforms; 
bill with all duo respect lor you, sir, and the 
"great and legitimate political party," I 
must say that my opinion is, you do nol pur- 
sue the wisest course lo obtain them.

Russian Priests at Cards. 
On leaving (lie chinch I happened to fall 
in beside Sanderson, and as we proceeded 

10 iho count's resilience, I asked him wdial 
he knew Of the morals of these Russian 
priests. " Is card playing a very common 
thing wi'h them ?" 

"Common! Why all Russia is ready lo 
play cards, morning, noon, and night. But 
these long-haired, long-boarded, broad brims 
of lazy priests, are, of ull gamblers, the most 
incessant. I will tell you an instance of my 
own knowledge. 

" You saw that fat tall priest, with the 
large brown beard, who sprinkled the holy 
water on the brains. Well, he is Iho head 
pope of this church, and lives beside it ; in 
fact, there is a covered passage leading bom 
his house direcl. One evening before a 
saint's day, I was on a visit lo Mr. Pins, 
who lives in that wooden house beside your 
cotton mill in tho hollow, and we were en- 
joying ourselves as we best could, when a 
message came from the priest lo invite us 
all io supper. Ho had a few friends with 
him, and would bo glad to see us. As noth- 
ing of Ibis kind is to be refused, we went — 
1 and Pins, and his wife and daughter. The 
friends woru i\> beurdies like himself, who 
were to asoist next day in church. His wife, 
also, of course was there. Supper over, 
cards were introduced ; and down sat I'ino 
and the three holy men lo the game, while 
I was loll to entertain tho ladies as well as 
l could. The lour gamblers gradually for- 
got everything else in the room, Iho head 
priest being tiie most intent of Ihfl four. Tho 
gauio went on. Now Pius swopt the table 
of roubles, and anon one of the other of the 
priests; tho head man ovidonlly losing fast, 
and Pinns winning. 

Tempers got lost, mid scarcely civil words 
w ere exchanged amongst the party. I could 
sec Pins' red lace, glowing like a not'west 
moon, under tho Hush of excitement and 
brandy. As wo supped late, Sunday morn- 
ing was on us before 1 was aware, Two 1 
o'clock struck, and Mis. Pins and 1 jumped I 
to our feel. Two o'clock on a Sunday morn- 
ing in a minister's house, playing cards— the ! 
gamblers, piiests of the Holy Gieek Church ! j 
It was against the conscience of a Scott to 
assist ut such OUt-goillgS; not that I am 
straight laced to an hour or two, considering 
the difference of clocks, 1 therefore ener- 
getically backed Mrs. Pius, who was re- 
questing her husband lo go home. Pins lose, 
but reluctantly, as it seemed to me, and was 
about to accompany us. 'Iho priests had no 
mind lo lot hirn off so easily. He and his 
partner' had won two hundred roubles, and 
it was against all rules to run away so soon, 
The others must have their revenge — it was 
only two o'elock. So ho sat down again, 
saying, "Go, my dear, with Mr. Sanderson. 
I'll play the old fellows till daylight, if they 
like. 1 shall never bo said that 1 shiiked 

011 because my pocket was full ol olhcr peo- 
ple's money." 

As our host politely showed us to the door 
he said to me : " Do you attend the church at 
eight !" 

■• Yes, il is my intention ; but I don't think 
you will be there in a lit state, if you play 
much lunger. It is a sliunie." 

" No fear," he said ; but your friend has won 



much monsy, and I must huve my turn. It is 
.nothing." 

At seven o'clock I was nwakened by my 
servant, with information that his master hud 
not returned, uud that niudnmo desired me to 
walk to }he priest's house and see bow matters 
stood. 1 dreBsed hastily and went to the par- 
sonage, rectory, or what shall I call it / As 1 
pusscd the church, I saw ihut it was in course 
of preparation for the morning performances; 
bul my business was not wilh the church — it 
was wilh the priests. Just as 1 reached the 
door, a clerk (dcccock) was entering. He was 
a dirty, yellow, sickly fel'ow, with a flavor of 
stale tobacco. 

" Where is the pope, Vusssilia ?" I said. 

" Yonder," pointing to tho room I had so 
lately left. 

" Playing still? It is too bud." 

"To be sure; it is nothing. I have known 
master to play Iwo days and nights at a 
stretch. But it is now lime for service, and 1 
must tell him." 

I pushed past him into the room. It was 
Sabbath morn,- half an hour before service, and 
the men who wero to officiate sat round a 
table with Hushed faces, eager looks, dishevelled 
hair, und milled attire. Caudles were burnt 
down in their sockets, and daylight streamed 
in through the shutlcrlcss windows: Tho 
brandy and wine hollies were empty. A great 
jug of ''ghiiuss " was on a side table, old curds 
littered the painted floor, and I lie atmosphere 
was reeking with the fuuies of the "papcross ;" 
for smoking was still going on. 1 saw at a 
glance Ihut the tide of luck hud left Pins. 
The priest was buoyant ; he was Hat. 

" They are winning it back," he said to mo 
ns 1 entered. " 1 huve hud three hundred, now 
I have hut fifty." 

' Ay," said the tall priest j and this game 
will get that hack also. It is for fifty, is il 
not f' 

Then the clerk entered, and advanced with 
as little show of concern as if the exhibition 
was a lit and usual preparation to the church 
rites; and after reverentially crossing him- 
self, he intimated lo the priest in chief that in 
hall an hour it would be his time to go on to 
commence the services. 

•• Very good, Vussilliu, my son. Don't dis- 
turb me now, but listen : come hack exactly 
three minutes before eight." 

•• 1 hear uud obey," said Vussilliu, and van- 
ished. 

1 cannot say the?e men were drunk ; on the 
contrary, they seemed more sober than they 
hud been when I left them at Iwo o'clock : hut 
the demon of play bad them in his grip ; they 
were us fresh for it and us absorbed as if they 
had only played two or three hours. My re- 
monstrances and expostulations were thrown 
away, und in indignant curiosity 1 sat down to 
watch the end. 

The priest and his partner lost. Pius and 
his partner won another filly. The next game 
was to be double or quits, Iho deal made with 
a fresh puck ; and. us I sat in full view ol the 
tall priest, I could sec his face brighten up, and 
a look ol intelligence pass between him and 
his partner. At this moment the deccoek 
uguin entered. " Three minutes to eight 
o'clock." 

All bul the tall priest threw their cards on 
the table und rose, saying, '• A fresh deal after 
service/' 

•• No, no," he said, '• keep your hand, part- 
ucr, I shall keep mine ; it is a good one. and 
we shall play the game after our return. Here, 
Vossilliu, give me a towel, wet ; that will do. 
Now my robes— there — thut comb, and now 
every one ut your posts. 1 shall be there pre- 
sently." 

Thus saying, he proceeded with a firm step 
to the church by a private entrance already 
mentioned. As he led the room, I saw him 
place his good baud of cards within his sacred 
robes, under the inside fastening. He was 
evidently determined not to loose sight of his 
trumps, uud carried them off on bis person 
into 1 lie church. J ran round to the front en- 
trance, and was just in time to witness the 
commencement of service.

And what may that 
ono be ?" 

"The ten of hearts." 

".That will do, Peler, iho son of Peter. 
Now turn round and look at this picture. 
Can you tell me what saint it represents V R 

The boy scratched his head and shrugged 
his little shoulders, lifting them up to his 
ears, then scratched his bead again, and 
said : "Yu nacs nigh." (I don't know.) 

"Now look al this ono. Who is (his 

The snme answer. 

"And this." 

"I cannot tell." 

" That will do. Peler, the sou of Peter, 
You may go io your molher.'' 

"Do you know now for what purpose I 
put theso cards on the floor? Do you not 
think shame of yourselves, tell mo? say, is 
it not disgraceful and scandalous, that that 
nice white-haired boy can tell me in a mo- 
ment iho name of every card in thu pack, 
and yet he does not know the name of one 
of tho blessed saints? Oh! shame, shame 
on ye, so to bring up die young after all the 
ji;ood teaching 1 have given ye ! Go away 
and learn the lesson 1 have given you this 
blessed day. Don'i forget it, and don't force 
me to bringing cards into Ibis holy place 
again, Vassillia, pick the other cards up, 
and keep them from me." 

And with solemn step he left the church to 
play nut his Interrupted gamo for a hundred 
roubles.
